For the firſt ; as the Nature of all Relative Ho- 
lineſs conſiſts in a ſeparation from private to ſacred 
Uſes, ſo when we conſecrate a Place to God, we on- 
ly ſolemnly ſeparate it from every common and pro- 
fane Uſe, and appropriate it to the Service and Wor- 
ſhip of the Divine Majeſty. The Legal Notion of 
Holineſs was this Separation; and all words of Sandity 
in the old Law,import a Place,a Perſon, or a Thing, 
Separated and Divided from all others of the like Na- 
ture, by way of Excellency or Pre eminence: And 
the firſt part of the Honour and Reverence we are 
to ſhew to all things, thus ſeparated and devoted to
